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D. FBI laboratory Report Re Documents , Located at Pasadena 

Under date of May 26, 1952, the FBI Laboratory 
advised that an examination of the above items revealed' no 
evidence was found to indicate that any of the following 
listed items had been taken apart and reassembled: Items 
#1 through #5, #8 through #11, # 13 , # 15 , #17 through #25, 

#27, #38, and #39. 

The Laboratory advised that no conclusion could 
be reached whether items #6 or #26 and #29 through #37 had 
been taken apart and roassembled because these specimens are 
put together in such a manner that it would bo possible to 
carefully remove tho fasteners without leaving any cvidonco 
of their having boon removed. It was noted further that if 
tho fasteners on these items had shown evidence of having 'been 
bent, it would have been possible to roplace the original 
fasteners with new ones. 

Several staple holes appear on item 7 #7 which 
indicate that this specimen was stapled in a different manner 
than it is nox-j stapled together, Hovicver, nothing was found 
which would indicate that tho present staplo in item #7 had 
been removed and replaced. Characteristics wero present which 
indicated that the first two pages of this item were at one 
time stapled together , separately, or to one or more pages not 
now included with tho item. Characteristics are also present 
which indicate that the last throe pagos wero at one tino 
stapled, together, separately, or to one or more pages not now 
included with tho item. 

Tho holes around item ,#11 are worn and it i3 not 
possible to determine if this specimen has boon taken apart 
and _ro a s s emb led. 


It was noted that item #16 has staple holes below 
tile place whoro this specimen is now stapled together. It 
could not bo determined, however, whether this spocimon was 
originally stapled together with two staples or whether tho ono 
which bar! been removed was replaced with the ono now bolding 
tho pages together. 
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It was noted that specimen #llj. was not stapled 
together. > 

The Laboratory noted with regard to all of the 
above listed items that it would be possible to photograph 
the contents of the vario\i3 items without taking them apart. 
Again, it could not be determined, from the evidence itself 
whether any of those specimens have been photographed in 
whole or in part. 

Under date of June 23, 1952 the Laboratory advised 
that a latent fingerprint examination had been conducted on the 
above 39 items blit that no latent impressions were developed. 

The Laboratory advised that the above 39 items 
were being returned to tho Los Angolos Office for re-delivery 
to Mrs. MARIE RODDENBERRY.

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II. ADDITIONAL INVESTIGATION AT 
COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY 


A. Interview Of Professor 
FOIYKARP KUSCH, Columbia , 

Uni v ersity 

Professor POLYKARP K#SCH, Executive Officer, Physics 
Department, Pupin Laboratory Columbia University, New York 
City, was interviewed by SA JOHN A, HARRINGTON and the report- 
in;:: agent for any information concerning the relationship of 
Dr •♦THEODORE VON KARMAN and the subject at the laboratory and 
also to obtain from KUSCH any information concerning PERL'S 
background and activities at the University during his graduate 
studies and lator during his instructorship* 

Dr, KUSCH stated ho was only casually acquainted with 
Dr, VON KARMAN sometime in 194-7 when the latter came to the 
UnivGU’sity as a visiting professor. He recalled that VON 
KARMAN maintained office space at the Pupin Laboratory but 
did not know the details of his presence explaining, that in 
1947 Dr, ISIDORE Ir~RABI was Executive Officer of the Physics 
Deportment and that he, KUSCH, was only an instructor at that 
time « 

Dr. KUSCH said that he met VON KARMAN in the build- 
in;: elevators and hallways at infrequent intervals but that 
he had never spoken to him in hi 3 office nor had he ever 
engaged in a formal conversation with him. 

Dr, KUSCH explained that VON KARMAN is interested 
in aerodynamics while he, KUSCH, was interested in nuclear 
physics, KUSCH said for thi 3 reason they had little in 
common and no particular reason to become more closoly asso- 

r. .1 a l;od. 


Dr. KUSCH was of the opinion that Dr, VON KARMAN and 
PERL were .acquainted prior to thoir association at Columbia 
either through their previous work at tho NACA or at California 
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Institute of Technology, 

When questioned further concerning this possible 
acquaintance at California Institute of Technology, Dr, 

KUSCH could give no further details nor any basis for his 
belief. He said he may have formed this opinion because of 
VOH KARMAN’S interest in aerodynamics. and the fact that PERL 
was likewise interested and was writing his Doctor’s disser- 
tation on a related subject. In any event, KUSCH thought 
that VON KARMAN’S presence at Columbia was the chief factor 
in PERL’S soloction of that school for his graduate studies. 

Dr, KITSCH recalled that during PERL’ S graduate 
studies at Columbia, ho was appointed as a laboratory 
assistant for which he was paid by the University and that 
after Dr, VON KARMA II arrived as a visiting professor, PERL 
also acted as his assistant, PERL’S duties in the latter 
regard consisted of* taking notes on VON KARMAN’S lectures 
and editing them for publication, doing a certain amount of 
research concerning thorn, taking class rolls and other paper 
work of an administrative nature. 

In performing these typos of duties PERL, of 
necessity, would have had to have access to VON KAR MAN’S 
files and, accordingly, would have spent cnnsidora-ble timo 
in VOH KARMAN’S office and laboratory. 

Dr, KUSCH did not have personal knowledge of the 
fact but ho presumed that PERL, as an assistant to VON KARMAN, 
probably handled other matters for him not specifically 
connected with tho lecture course. Ho could not be more 
spool lie in this regard since he has never discussed the 
matter with oithor PERL or VON KARMAN, 

Dr. KUSCH said ho was not located on tho same floor 
as VON KARMAN’S office during this period and for this reason 
did not know whether PERL spent timo in VON KARMAN’S office 
on a regularly scheduled basis. Ho presumed that in view of 
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PERL'S schedule of classes attended as a student and^his 
laboratory courses which he supervised as a laboratory 
assistant, ho probably spent odd hours on different days 
and a certain amount of evening work* 


Concerning the security of the Pupin Physics 
Laboratory, Dr. KUSCH stated that since the time when the 
SAT-1 Laboratory conducted some of its work in connection with 
the production of the Atomic Bomb, there has never been a 
guard or check system of security. All students, professors 
and office supervisory personnel have ready access to tho 
building* He explained that tho Physics Library is 
located in the Laboratory Building and that the doors are 
not locked until 11:00 P.M. He stated further that the' 
building was locked all day on Sunday but that all personnel 
except undergraduate students may obtain the key to the 
building from the Department of Buildings and Grounds at any 
t imo , 



He: further explained that graduate students may 
likewise obtain tho key at any time with an authorization 
signed by an instructor or other individual in authority. 

This arrangement is required in view of the necessity of 
chocking certain types of laboratory experiments at given 
times over a long period* 

In view of the above. Dr. KUSCH concluded that PERL 
could have been in tho building in the normal course at any 
time of tho day or night, on weekdays or Sundays without 
question* He said further that almost all professors, instruc- 
tors and assistants, as well as students, carry brief cases 
in and out of tho building at random and that their contents 
are not subject to inspection by anyone. 


Ho said that in view of PERL'S position with VON 
K'» if-IAM and wj th (.he University, he would have boon at liberty 
to ta (re any material in or out of the building and oven if 
questioned would havo boon able to supply a satisfactory 
explanation. 
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Dr. KUSCH made available the graduate student 
file of WILLIAM PERL for a review by interviewing agents. 

It was noted that he wa3 admitted to the University on 
October 6, 198-6, and remained in residence from that date 
until .June 198-8. Ho x^as appointed as an assistant in 
Physics to teach a laboratory class from September 198-7 
to Juno 1958, 

According to the file, PERL- returned to Cleveland 
in Juno 198-8 to write his dissertation for a Doctor's Degree, 

Further, according to this file, by letter datod 
Juno 8, 198-9, PERL forwarded his dissertation to Columbia 
in care of Dr. KUSCH for a roviow and acceptance. He stated' 
in this letter that he was also forwarding a copy to Dr. 
THEODORE VON KARMA N in Europe. 

Also contained in this file was a letter datod 
January 16, 1950, f rom Western Reservo University, School 
of Medicine, Department of Medicine, Lakeside Hospital, 
Cleveland, Ohio, widen indicated that PERL had made applica- 
tion f ’or that institution to undertake research work in 
various subjects related to biophysics, A request for 
re command a tion was made of the Physics Department at Columbia 
and a reply thereto from Dr. Pr"KTlSCH by letter dated 
January 25, 19.50, favorably recommended PERL.

On February 20, 1950, Professor ENRJOe"F 7 ERMI, on 
the letterhead of the University of Chicago, Institute of 
Nuclear Students, Chicago 37, Illinois, directed an inquiry 
to Dr. KUSCH at Columbia for information concerning PERL 
explaining that PERL had made application to do resoarch in 
rfucK-ci* physics at that institution. Thereafter Dr, KUSCH 
replied to this letter with a favorable recommendation. 

In this connection, attention is dirootod to tho 
corn, spend once between WILLIAM PERL and his family made 
aval I al.-lr to this office by Mr. and Mrs, JOSEPH Fft-fcLUM,, 
previously mentioned in this investigation, which contains 
a lott'-r dated March 26 , 1950, which PERL sent to his mother 
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in Nov; York City advising that he might be sent to the 
University of Chicago for advance study and training and 
that ho had had some informal telephone conversations with 
"Prof, Fermi", 

Further, according to the above file, on May 13, 
19^0, PERL wrote a lot tor from Cleveland to Dr. KUSCH at 
Columbia which is being quoted herein due to its possible 
relation to PERL* 5 activities and to other events in the 
ROSENBERG network.

In response to the abovo, Professor KUSCH by 
letter dated Juno 1, 1950, offered PERL an ins true torship

Attention is directed to the conversation with 
Dr. KUSCH mentioned in PERL’S letter stated above, 

■ ■ Dr. KUSCH stated he could not recall specifically 

the time of this conversation and a roview of PERL’S graduate 
file failed to reveal any notation of it. Dr, KUSCH prosumed 
that the conversation would have been at the time of or sub- 
sequent to PERL’S final examinations for his Doctorato, which 
wore in Octobor and November 1949* 

It is noted that PERL was requirod to comploto 
a Personnel Socurity Questionnaire on November 18, 1949, 
in connection with his NACA employment and that lbr several 
months thereafter he was under investigation by this Bureau 
and by his Loyalty Board, 

It may be further noted that PERL'S correspondence 
containod In the abovo mentioned file with the University of 
Chicago and with Western Reserve University to offoct a change 
in h' s employment corresponds in the element of time with 
the progress of PERL'S investigation. 

It is noted ttyit KLAUS'T’tTCHS was arrested In England 
for - spionago in early 1950 and subsequent investigation led 
to the arrest of HARRYOO-OLD in May 1950, and DAV IDS0REENGLA S3 
and JULIUS and ET HELPED SENBERG shortly thereafter. 
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It has boon previously reported in this case 
that on April 22 , 19 ^ 0 , PERL submitted a letter to NACA 
Loyalty Board answering allegations made by that Board 
and that on May 1, 1950# he was sent a questionnaire to bo 
completed and executed under oath,

Further, on May 9, 1950# he' returned the completed 
questionnaire to the Loyalty Board, On May 13# 1950, as 
stated above, he directed a letter to Dr, KUSCH concerning 
a change in his employment status. 

Dr, KUSCH was questioned in genoral terms for 
any information he might have as to tho basic reason for 
PERL’S desired change in employment and he stated that he 
believed PERL# who in his opinion is a very brilliant 
individual, did not have tho opportunity to properly 
expand his knowledge and activities in his employment at 
the NACA and, therefore, desired a university position 
whereby ho might got into basic research and other studios. 

He stated that he had no way of telling whether 
the pro are ss of the investigation, which culminated in tho 
arrest of JULIUS ROSENBERG, "had anything to do with PERL’S 
coming to Columbia University. v

FRANK D. *-FRAN KENT HAL, then acting President of Columbia 
University, that Dr, VON KARMAN had been appointed a visiting 
professor for one year from January 1, 1947 to December'' 31, 
1947# at an annual salary of $3,000 to bo paid through the 
Institute of Aeronautical Sciences, 2 East 64th Street, Now 
York City, Arrangements for payment of $>1,500. to VON KARMAN 
for a one-half year salary wore made in this letter with the 
understanding that the remaining half year salary would be 
paid at a later date, 

Mrs. SCHNEIDER said that her files did not reflect 
anything further concerning this appointment but her personal 
recollection of thu matter was that at the conclusion of the 
spring term VON KARMAN departed for Europe .for various con- 
ferences anti wan unable to return ('or tlxo fall term due to the 
illness of Mo sister. Dr. JO S EP i I IN cTV ARM EN who v accompanied 
him on the continent.

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It is noted that Room 827 during this frimo^ was 
assigned to Dr. VON KARMAN. 

According to the faculty file for the spring 
session, 1948# WILLIAM PERL, 65 Morton Street, New York 
City, tolophono WAlkins 4-1927, was employed as an assistant 
in Physics. His office assignment was Room 827# telephone 
extension 133 and laboratory room number 1230, telephono 
extension 268, 

According to Mrs. SCHNEIDER’S records, PERL was 
appointed us instructor in Physics effective September 1, 
lh5o, and resigned in March 1951* It is recalled PERLvwas 
arrested March 14# 19.51# for perjury* 

During the interview Mrs. SCHNEIDER reviewed ho.r 
Key Card file which is in effect a charge -out system, for 
the keys to all rooms in. the building which are assigned 
to the Physics Department • 

According to VON KARMAN >S Key Card he was assigned 
key number AGC to Room 827, Pupin Laboratory, on January 31# 
19 m 7 • This key was returned to Mrs. SCHNEIDER on May 28, 
1948* She could not recall who the r VON KARMAN returned the 
key personally but did not believe so since sho does not 
ro mo mb or him coming to her office for such a purpose. 

After reviewing the Key Card for WILLIAM PERL sho 
noted that he returned a key, number E'8 a, to the 12th Floor 
Laboratory also on May 28, 1948. She suggested that PERL 
may have returned both keys at that time. 

According to the Key filo no further keys to Pupin 
Laboratory were issued to Dr. VON KARMAN. 

Mrs. SCHNEIDER recalled that VON KARMAN* S office 
remained In Room 827 for some time after h.in departure for 
Europe in the summer of 1947 and thereafter was moved in 
VON KARMAN 1 S absence which would account for the fact that 
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he wap never Issued a key to his new quarters,

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With reference to the issuance of a key number K26 
to Room 102 on October 2, 1946, it is noted that at this time 
Prof os sni 1 RABI was Executive Officer of Pupin Laboratory with 
offices in Rooms 831 and 1020, the latter of which ho maintained 
as a "hideaway”, according to Mrs. SCHNEIDER, 

A roviow of the mailbox assignment file produced by 
Mrs, 3CMEIDER for the faculty of Pupin Laboratory reflected 
that Box <9 in the main lobby was assigned to Profossor 
THEODORE VON K ARMAN on February 13, 1947, and that it was 
released on December 15, 1946. According to the record, no 
mailbox assignment was over mado to WILLIAM PERL, v 

Concerning tho arrangement for the receipt of 
VON K ARMAN ' 0 mail, Mrs, SCHNEIDER said that from January to 
June 1947 sho had nothing to do with VON KAKMAN»S mail as 
he was then present on the campus, Hovicvor, when VON KARMAN ■ 
loft the University in June 1947 to go to Europe he gave her 
tho key to his mailbox with the request that she pick up tho 
mail occasionally and place it in his offico room number 827* 

Mrs, SCHNEIDER stated that she did this and that 
WILLIAM PERL made whatever disposition was mado of tho mail

Mrs, SCHNEIDER explained that through the entire 
period VON K\ RMAN received a groat quantity of mail in both 
largo and small envelopes, a portion of which came ’’Registered” , 
She did not recall specifically from whom the bulk of this mail 
was received. She also stated that she was appalled at tho 
quantity of mail that piled up after PERL wont back to Cleveland, 
but according to VON KARMAN* S previous instructions, 3he placod 
it on his desk in Room 027 and mado no further disposition of 
it. 


Thoro were times when Mrs, SCHNEIDER felt that from 
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tho outward appoaranoo of tho mail and the manner in which 
it had boon forwarded with a Registered Return Receipt Re- 
quested or Air Mail, it required prompt handling but in tho 
absence of other instructions either from VON KARMAN or 
PERL oho let it pilo up in the desk in their office, 

Mrs, SCHNEIDER recalled that after PERILS departure 
for Cleveland he made "hurried trips into New York" at ir- 
regular intervals and while hero spent considerable time in 
VON KARMAN 1 S offico. On each occasi.on after his doparturo 
tho pilo of mail would have been handled and apparently filod 
in VON KARMAN* S file cabinets and safe. *. 

Mrs, SCHNEIDER recalled PERL very meticulously 
rotalnod tho outside envelopes or wrappors to all the mail 
which he kept in neat piles on the floor in the rear'Of tho 
office. She said that on no occasion did sho ever sec anyone 
with PERL in VON KARMAN* S offico during those visits nor did 
sho over soo him in company with anyone else outside Pupin 
Laboratory personnel, 

Mrs, SCHNEIDER was quite positive that no one other 
than PERL had -anything to do with VON KARMAN’ S mail during this 
period,

According to Mrs, SCHNEIDER, in December 194$, 

VON KARMAN’ S office was transferred to tho Mechanical Engineer- 
ing Department and thereafter Mr3, SCHNEIDER had no further 
interest in his mail, 

Mrs, SCHNEIDER was specifically quostionod concern- 
ing hoi recollection of trips made by PERL to Now York City 
from Cleveland but she could give no Information as to exact 
times with the exception of those datos set forth in tho abovo 
Key Card schedule). Specific attention was given to tho date 
of July 4, 1940* but Mrs, SCHNEIDER stated sho could not 
recall the exact datos of any of his visits# Sho said sho 
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had no .firsthand knowledge of the purpose of PERL* S visits 
to Now York but doubted that he came for the primary purpose 
of handling VON KARMAN’S mail. She did suggest that PERL was 
at this tim>! working on his Doctor's Degree and presumod that 
liu came to Columbia to consult concerning his thesis and to 
take V" clous examinations relating to his Doctor's Degree, 

C. Interview of Mrs, 

ISABELLE BEMIS 


Mrs, ISABELLE^E^IIS, Property Custodian, Room 82 5 , 

Pup in Laboratory, advised she know WILLIAM PERL only casually 
ao o' former student and an assistant to Dr. THEODORE VON KARMAN. 
She noted the latter's office was Room 827 which is adjacent 
to her office and said she recalled PERL using that space in 
VON HERMAN'S absence,, She recalled he was a very quiet person 
and was present in Room 027 at odd hours apparently fnaintaining 
no s • t schedule. She never had reason to bo in contact with 
PERL and could give no information of value concerning him. 

However, Mrs, BEMIS advised since the end of World 
War II the Laboratory maintained no guard system or other 
security system check but that the honor system was used 
with reference to personnel. She said that any of the faculty 
oi- assistants wore free to carry brief cases, bool^s or papers 
in and out of the building at will with no possibility of 
being questioned. She recalled PERL carried a briof case 
of a sort and indicated most of tho faculty and students did 
likowi so. 


Sir. stated the building is open until 11:00 P.M, 
nightly and that no suspicions would have attached to anyone 
leaving with books, papers or documents up to that time. She 
said further that the faculty, assistants and graduate students 
often spent time in the building, after closing hour 3 and thoy 
could easily gain entrance oven after the doors were locked by 
applying to tlie Department of Buildings and Grounds, She said 
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that entrance to tho building after hours or on Sundays could 
not bo considered extraordinary because of tho various experi- 
ments being conducted in the Laboratory which necessitated 
attention at odd hours. 

Mrs, BEMIS advised o GEORGS-* TISDALE had boon 
night janitor for many years but had boon retired on 
June 30, 19?0« According to her records, he resides at 
2l|0 Flatbush Avenue, Brooklyn, Now York. 

D. Interview of JO E RICCI 

JOE>ffTCCI, night janitor sinco July 1, 1950, 
advised that ho did not know WILLIAM PLRL and did not recog- 
nize his photograph. He did not recall PERL either as an 
instructor or as a student# 

E» Interview of GA'ORGE 
TISDALE 


GEORGE TISDALE, 2 I 4 .O Flatbush Avenue, Brooklyn, 
advisod that ho had been night janitor at Pupin Laboratory 
for many years prior to June 30, 1950, when ho was retired 
due to ago. He staled that he recalled a Mr, PERL in tho 
building who was one of tho young instructors but '•could 
recall nothing specific .about him. A photograph of tho 
subject was exhibited to Mr. TISDALE Welch ho partially 
Identified# 


No information, of value was obtained from Mr, 

TIG DALE concerning tho subject's activitios at Pupin Labora- 
tory during tho evening hours. 

F. Inte rview of WALT Ed C O LLINS 

Mr. WALTER COLLING, b '..pertinent of BuJJdings and 
Ci^unds, Room 3 01, University ifo.ll, Columbia University, 
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conf irni'.d the above information from Mrs. BEMIS concerning 
tho regulations for entrance into various buildings on the 
campus after closing hours and on weekends. He said the 
University has never had any type of security system with 
the exception of a short time during World War II when the 
Pupin Laboratory was a restricted area due to the presence 
of the SAM Laboratories, 

During this period ending in late 1945, the SAM 
maintained its own security regulations with a guard on 
certain floors and certain offices in tho Pupin Building* 


With this exception the general rule has boeri' 
that entrance was permitted at any time to members of 
tho faculty, assistants and graduate studonts. Those 
individuals desiring entrance to the various buildings need 
only to apply to the guard officer in charge of his depart- 
ment for the isr nance of a key. Ho said also that under- 
graduate studonts may be issued a key by the guard on duty 
upon issuance of a pas3 executed by an accredited individual 
in th.i rarticuisr building, 

Mr, COLLINS advised a record is maintained of the 
issuance of all keys by the guord force which includes tho 
name of tho individual to whom issued, the key number, tho 
building involved and the date and time of issuance and 
re- turn. This register pertains only to tho keys to entrance 
or outside doors to tho buildings, the issuance of keys to 
various rooms inside tho buildings being left to the Executive 
Officers of tho Departments using the space involved.

Mr, COLLINS produced tho above register for tho 
dates April 1, 1940 to July 31, 194®, which was reviewed with 
a view to determining If PERL had possibly entered the Labora- 
tory after hours with specific reference to tho period imme- 
diately prec-illng the July 4, 1940 weekend. There was no 
record of PERL* entrance to tho Laboratory during closing 
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hours in July 19i|-8, the only record located being one dated 
May 2, 191+8 (Sunday), wherein W. * PER L obtained a koy^ to 
Pupin Physics Laboratory at 2:35 P.M. and returned it to 
the Department of Buildings and Grounds at 8:00 P.M. 

G_, In terview of Dr, VERNON W^H-UGHES 

During the ato ve investigation it was learned that 
PERL had boon in close relationship during his instructorship 
with Dr. VERNON W. HUGHES, an instructor in Physics, Room 1218, 
Pupin Laboratory. 

Dr, HUGHES was contacted for any information con- 
corning WILLIAM PERL and advised that he had known hiiTK 
personally since Soptomber 1950 and by reputation prior 
thereto. 


During tho period PERL was a]. 3 o acting as „an 
instructor, Professor RABI, Dr, HUGHES, Dr. PERL and others 
wore conducting an experiment to deto.mino tho "magnetic 
moment of tho helium atom". Dr, HUGHES explained that this 
experiment was a personal project of Professor RABEI who 
had requested various individuals in the Physics Department 
to assist him in .its various phases. He stated that his own 
phas*! of the work consisted in tho mechanics of tho labora- 
tory exp or imont and that Professor RABI had interested P 7RL 
in doing tho mathematic calculations, v 

Dr. HUGHES explained that t.uis experiment was 
purely an extracurricular academic research 
problem undertaken by tho above men and that they received 
no additional recompense therefor. Dr, HUGHES stated that 
he associated rather closely with PERL until the time PERL 
was arrested and loft tho University campus. 

However, at the request of Professor RABI, PERL 
could nu'.-d his mathematical calculations in relation to t his 
experiment as a favor to Pmfopsnv RABI doing most of th< i 
work Jn his apartment. Ho states that. PERL occasionally 
visits Pupin Laboratory and consults with Professor RABI and 
himself concerning tho experiments. 
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Dr* HUGHES was closely questioned concerning the 
exact status of this experiment and stated that it lead 
absolutely no connection with any Government or private 
industry contracts and is puro academic scientific research* 


Dr, HUGHES advised that PERL has many times pro- 
claimed his innocenco to him and that ho feels it only proper 
t” continue his association v.'ith PERL notwithstanding his 
indictment by the Grand Jury until such time as ho is proven 
guilty* However, Dr. HUGHES volunteered to submit any infor- 
mation concerning PERL to this office with particular reference 
to his possible futuro absence from the city. 





Dr* VON KARHAN advised concerning his relationship 
with WILLIAM r ERL that the latter had been recommended to him 
a r. an assistant at Columbia University by Professor ISIDORE 
I. Ih.DI who, at that time (1946), vias Director of Columbia 
Institute of Physics, VON KARHAN said that when PERL was 
rocs mm aided to him by RAH I he readily accepted PERL because 
PERL'S nemo at least was already known to him* 


VON K \RMAN said that while he cannot now romember 
previously having mot PERL he may have previously mot him in 
connection with the latter's employment by NACA cither at tho 
iJAOA Laboratories in Cleveland or at Langley Field# 



VON K ARMAN said that during tho period of his asso- 
ciation with PERL tho two conferred at Columbia about two or

1591 South Marengo Avenue, Pasadena. This box, which bore the 
return address of "THEODORE VON KARMAN, Mechanical Engineering 
Department, Columbia University, Now York 27, Nov/ York", con- 
tained various reports and research memoranda together with 61 
pieces of correspondence relating to WJ T LXAM PERL, l't was noted 
that l|6 pieces of this co rrespondenco w::ro maintained in a 
separate folder apparently for or by WILLIAM TERL while the re- 
maining 15 items were maintained among the regular office 
correspondence.

"The most urgent item on the program, namely, Stability 
and Control is not progressing very rapidly here, I wrote to NACA 
for some reports, including the one on the F- 38 , but so far no 
reply. Likewise Wright Field has not sent - anything yet, so far as 
I know, I am now in process of being cleared, through Mr, 

Roddenberg, by the AAF to handle confidential material. Instructions 
in this matter would be appreciated. 

"The S.& P. job is progressing. I have completed v an 
estimate of maximum mass flows to be required by ram and turbojets, 
a copy of which you should get shortly. Wild is still on his 
scavenging program and Kantrowitz has just received bad news in 
the form of a suggestion from Gen. Ross (due to-sj^acker) that he 
work on starting methods for M = 2.6 Instead of higher (because of 
small size of the Kochcl Funnels). He doesn't know what to do 
about this in view of the program arranged with you. 

’’Sears is a very nice person. He arranged some wonderful 
"bull sessions’’ with Dr. Goldstein when the latter was here. As 
you probably know he (Soars) has completed a paper on extension of 
the sweepback idea to the boundary layer. As a result^ he was quite 
interested in my proposal to use a high aspect ratio subsonic 
diffuser sufficiently swept back leading edge to decelerate 
supersonic flows through the speed of sound.

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* this could be done for flattened ellipsoids by starting from the 
equations of motion in ellipsoidal coordinates. The other Mach

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V. WILLIAM PERL, SUSPECT FOR UNKNOWN 

DAM ' 

DAVID GREENGLASS, self-confessed Soviet espionage 
agent, stated that his brother-in-law, JULIUS ROSENBERG, told 
him that one of his "contacts" was an engineer who flew to 
Egypt as a $200-a-day consultant on an Egyptian dam project. 
JULIUS "ROSENBERG and his wife, ETHEL, sister of DAVID GREENGLASS 
were convicted on March 29, 1951 » of conspiracy to commit 
espjonage and were sentenced to death on April $, 1951 > in 
the United States District Court fox'* the Southern District of 
New York by the Honorable IRVING R. KAUFMAN . 

GREENGLASS stated that in the spring of 1948 he v 
had met JULIUS ROSENBERG and asked him for some money. 

ROSENBERG advised that he was short of money at the time 
but that he had a friend who had flown to Egypt "sometime 
ago" as a consulting engineer on a dam at $200 per day, and 
that he would be able to borrow come money from that person. 

An investigation was commenced on the basis of this informa- 
tion from DAVID GREENGLASS to establish the identity of the 
unknown consult ant . 

Major General WILLIAM N .'^''PGaTER , United States 
Army (Ret.) is President of the Chemical Construction Corpora- 
tion of 488 Madison Avenue, New York City. He advisecj, that 
his company had submitted a scheme for the electrification 
of the Aswan Dam. 

Mr. RAYMONCnCAPEAN is Executive Vice President of J 
the Chemical Construction Corporation and was President of 
the Hugh L. Cooper Company, Incorporated. Mr. LAPEAN advised 
that the Hugh L. Cooper Company, Incorporated, and the 
Chemical Construction Corporation had jointly submitted a 
scheme for the electrification of the Aswan Dam. The scheme 
was the product of the Hugh I,. Cooper Company and called for 
the use of rectangular ponetocks. A commission that was 
advising tbe Egypt! an Government raised some questions towai'ds 
the U3e of rectangular penstocks in tho scheme of the Hugh L. 
Cooper Company, 
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M r , LAf3Ah advised that the questions raised by 
the Egyptian Government were most important to the acceptance 
of the scheme of ^ugh C 0 opcr and Company, Inc., since if 
the rectangular penstocks were proven impractical# ^he scheme 
of the ^ugh h, C 00 p er a nd Company, Pnc. would fail, 
stated that the problems raised wore of such a nature as 
to be outside of the usual research work done by the engineers 
of his office, advised that the problems devised questions 

of hydrodynamics and aerodynamics . 


Hr. ToMPSOr ROii. .HT3 # a n xccutiv© Vice President 
of the Chemical Construction Corp . , recommended t>r, Th,.:OfOn. J 
VON xvArirtAN an outstanding authority in the field of 
hydrodynamics and aerodynamics to be retained as a consultant 
on the problems raised by the Egyptian Government. 

Hr. HAf .JiH produced the records of the Chemical 
Construction C 0 rp, and the ^ugh G, C 00 p er C D ., which reflect 
that C r< VON JxAHroAN made a study of the problems and eventually 
proved that the penstocks in the Cooper scheme would perform 
as intended, stated that VON aAKmaN i a fd down tKe solution 

of the problem and that much of the work was performed by one 
of his assistants, a man named Mr. F;HL. 


°n July 6, 194-7 P-d*l* wrote a letter to th^ ^ugh 
C 00 per and C*,, enclosing his report entitled Preliminary 
Analysis of ^ at or - hammer in Proposed Aswan Gam Penstock 
System. PiiiL described himself in this letter 1 as technical 
assistant to THHODOh.., VON o-AKwiAN^ v 


^he records of the Chemical Construction C 0# and 
the ^ugh -A, Cooper C D , reflect that VON iutfinAN was paid the 
sum of v 4 ., 6 °°»CO for his service? and that P-diL was paid the 
sum of -#>152,4.0 for his services and expenses. P.diL was paid 
*at the rate of Wj-.OO per hour. 



Confidential *nf orman tT£-A, of known reliability, 
made available photostatic copies of the ledger sheets of the 
account of O r# l'h. ,UL)UW , , Vow ivaKmAW the Park Avenue branch 
of the Chnso National G nn ^ # A n examination of this account j 
reflects that n chock in the sum of ijVU'CfQ was charged to 
VOW xiiUu-iAN'S ac count on July 7# 194-7* 
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Confidential Informant T-2B, of known reliability, 
made available the special chocking account of WILLIAM PERL 
of 938 Tiffany Street, Bronx, New York, maintained in the 
Corn Exchange Bank Trust Company, Sheridan Square, Now York 
City. A review of this account reflects that a deposit in 
the sum of 5*700.58 was credited to this account on July 3, 
1947. This deposit was in the form of a chock which had been 
drawn on the Chase National Bank of New York City. It is 
likely that this check represents a payment made to PERL by 
VON KARilAN for services rendered by PERL in assisting VON 
HARMAN in his computations on tho practicability of the rect- 
angular ponstocks for the Chemical Construction Corp, 


It is likoly that PERL performed services for VON 
K AR1AN over and above thoso for which ho roceivod the sum 
of (,'• 15 * 3 . 40 . It has been established that the Chemical 
Construction Corp. and tho Hugh L. Cooper Co. are tho American 
firms v.’hich were primarily interested . in the hydro-oloctrif icati 
scheme for tho Aswan Dam. It appears likely that the "contact" 
of ROSENBERG, who was a consultant on t his Dam, was a person 
who had been retained by those companies. Since both VOii 
KART IAN and PERL acted as consultants in this regard, it ap- 
pears that one of those two individuals is a logical suspect 
for tho unknown consultant, 

DAVID GREENGIASS was reintorvi owed at Northeastern 
penitentiary at Lcwinburg, Pennsylvania on May 1, 1952 and Iiay 2 
1952, by SAS John A. Harrington and James tfood. DAVID 
recalled that in the latter half of March 1948 ho and JULIUS 
ROSENBERG had lunch at his mother* 3 house at 64 Sheriff Street, 
New York City. While returning to thoPitt Machine Products, 
Incorporated, whore they worked, DAVID askod JULIUS for somo 
money. JULIUS told him that lie had borrowed a largo sum of 
money from a friend and ho hesitated to again ask for money. 
DAVID askod him how he could obtain credit since he load no 
resources. JULIUS told DAVID that his friend made a good 
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salary at his regular government job and was also a con- I 

sultant. JULIUS explained that this man did not worry about ^ 

money because ho could always pick up money on the si do as a 
consultant. Ho told DAVID that this consultant "just ^ 
recently came back from flying to Egypt on a Dam project 
who r oho* made 4’200 a day and expenses. " JULIUS said that ho 
did not know this consultant from City College and that DAVID 
did not know him from Polytoch. He told DAVID that he wot 
this consultant "from tho federation", apparently referring 
to tho FAECT. 

DAVID asked JULIUS "how can he bo a consultant and 
work for the government at tho same time," and JULIUS replied 
"that he (tho consultant) got leave to do tho consulting 
job." DAVID asked JULIUS who t the consultant had done during 
the war and JULIUS replied that it was immaterial* 

DAVID advised that at no time had ROSENBERG told him 
that his friond was an engineer but that ho, Dh/ID, beliovod 
this to be a fact since he cons.idorod a man working on a 
dam to bo a civil engineer. 

Thereafter, JULIUS gave DAVID throe 420 bills and 
a week or so later gave him two $20 bills. 

When ROSENBERG gave DAVID tho first money, DAVID 
asked "you wore ablo to got tho money from your friend?" 

JULIUS replied "that this consultant friend agreed to tide mo 
over until I rnako contact again with tho Russians." DAVID 
stated that it was his recollection that JULIUS was out of 
contact with his Russian superiors on two occasions - in 
tho spring of 194-8 and again in the spring of 194-9, during 
the time that JUDITH COPLOT: had be.n arrested. D..VID advisod thn 
tie told his brother BERNARD, that ROSENBERG had money 
and suggested that BERNARD also ask JULIUS for a loan.

It is noted that DAVID stated that he fixes tho time 
when JULIUS first gave Rim monuy that. JULIUS tod borrowed 
from his consultant friond by fixing the time when his wife 
RUTH was injured and when his insurance bill and incomo tax 
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payments wore duo. Ho stated that it wa3 his reco.ilsction 
that those three events occurred in 1948, but stated 
it could also bo 194-9, and that his wife RUTH would be in a 
position to clarify the foregoing because it was sho^who 
was injured. DAVID stated that ho had the impression that 
the friend of JULIUS RC 3 El BARG was older than himself and 
probably around JULIUS’ age or slightly older. Ho is cortain 
that JULIUS never told him what kind of work for the govern- 
ment this friend was ongagod in. 

BERliARD GREAT! GLASS was r eintorviewod on July 16, 

1952. He recalled that DAVID had mentioned to him that ho 
had borrowed some money from JULIUS ROSENBERG and suggested 
that ho, BERNARD, also ask JULIUS for money. BERliiRD 
recalled that when he asked JULIUS for some money JULIUS told 
him that ho had borrowed money from his consultant friend 
and that he again askod him for money and his consultant 
friend had roquosted that JULIUS repay to him money ho had 
previously borrowed. JULIUS told BERNARD that ho would ask 
him for some money because in his consultant work he - ' could 
make a hundred dollars in a few days or so. BERNARD rccallod 
that this consultant worked for the government but had no 
idea in who. t branch. Ho stated that on one occasion JULIUS 
told him that his consultant friend did not need the money 
that JULIUS had borrowed from him, and that he could wait 
until JULIUS repaid it. 

BERNARD stated that it was hi 3 impression that this 
individual, friend of JULIUS, was single and. probtfbly a friend 
of his from school, BERl'ARD was questioned as to whether 
JULIUS over indicated to him the position in the engineer- 
ing world that this consultant hold. BARNARD stated that it 
was his impression that the consultant friend was an engineer 
but not of any exceptional ability. Ho statod that if this 
individual had boon a widely known engineer ho is cortain 
that JULIUS would have told him. Therefore, ho statod that 
from the "light way” that JULIUS referred to the consultant 
friend when he told about him asking for a. repayment of tho 
money he had loaned JULIUS it was his impression that JULIUS 
treated himin an offhand manner.

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BERNARD recalled that in the late winter and spring 
of 1949 business in the f'itt Machine Products, Inc., was 
very slow and there was very little money coming into the 
shop. Consequently, he believes that he first heard about 
this consultant friend in the late winter and spring of 1949. 

He further recalled that on ^arch 7# 1949 his father died 
and that JULIUS loaned him the money to pay for the burial 
plot. H e believed that this money was secured by JULIUS from 
his consultant friend, 

HUTHtG^NGLASS, wife of ^AVID/Ttated that she 
first hoard about the consultant friend in 1949» She recalls 
that on or about February 26, 1949 , she had an accident and 
cut her leg and required considerable medical attention. 

She recalled DAVID telling her about a friend of JULIUS, who 
loaned the latter money, and suggesting that DAVID try and 
borrow some money from JULIUS through this friend. She ^ 
recalled that around the time that she was injured JULIUS 
gave DAVID spgO.OO. She also recalled that when DAVID'S 
father died on March 7» 1949» JULIUS laid out the money for 
the- burial plot, paying the shares of both L. RKARD, DAVID 
and himself. She recalls that DAVID told her that JULIUS 
told him in private that the money that JULIUS had advanced 
for the grave was not a loan since theirs was a "different 
relationship* and that JULIUS had a friend who had staked 
him. This friend was a consultant for a dam project in 
Ugypt and earned a lot of money. Re was also employed by the 
government and because of the extra money ho made as a con- 
sultant he did not miss the money he gave to JULIUS, 

V 

RUTH advised that it was her impression that this 
friend of JULIUS wa3 single and it was her impression that 
he was paid on an hourly basis, probably four or five dollars 
an hour. She stated that figuring n'5« (J ^ an hour as a 
basis on a forty hour week meant that this consultant would 
earn about ♦ 2 CC .00 a week, besides his government salary. 

&ho stated that she is positive now that DAVID never told 
her that this consultant made W 2 U 0.00 n day because she is 
> certain that such a largo amount would have Impressed her and 
nhc certainly would hnvo been mom curious about the individual. 
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She dooo recall DAVID telling her that JULIUS' friend had 
boon a consultant on a darn in Egypt but she could not now 
recall that Dj.VID told her that this friend had flown to Egypt. 

She stated that it is her impression that this 
consultant must have boon single and around JULIUS' ago and 
must have been very friendly with JULIUS. She stated she 
gathered this impression because she i3 sure that if the man 
was married his responsibilities would prevent him from giv- 
ing money to JULIUS, and further that only a close friend of 
JULIUS would lend him money. She further believes that this 
man was a contact of JULIUS and was either wording with him 
or was aware of his espionage activities. She also stated 
that this friend was not a Russian who paid JULIUS since v. 
JULIUS would novel’ refer to him in the manner in which he 
did. She stated, that when JULIUS referred to his Russian 
friends there could bo no mistake about it. She agreed that 
Idr/iD was mixed up as to the year 1948 and was certain %that 
if he was advised that her injury took place in 1949 he would 
more clearly recall the incident concerning the unknown con- 
sultant ♦ 


She also staled that it was her opinion that if 
this unknown consultant was an individual of world-wide 
repute that JULIUS would some how have indicated this fact 
to her. She states that DAVJD is apparently confused about 
the sum of lh-00 a day and believes that it is the result of 
his discussion with her of the probable amounts that this 
unknown friend received for his consulting work, She stated 
that when DuVlD first told her about him she mentally figured 
about how rnucJi the man would earn, one recalls calculating 
that the man made four to five dollars an hour and on the 
basis of a forty-hour week would probably make $>200.00 a week. 
She distinctly recalls that figuring on the basis of $200 
a week the man would make approximately #10,000.00 a year. 

She further staled that aim could not recall that 
D..VJD told her that the man flew to Egypt on his joo. -die 
recalls that JULIUS never told DAVID where tills man lived 
but it is her recollection that ho told DAVID on one occasion 
that the man happened to be in Now York.

Under "Education" ho list' d eight years 
elomentry school, four years high school, and five years at the 
College of the City of New York, where he studied Electrical 
Engineering. 
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The form showed that ho was then employed as a 
research engineer In aerodynamics and electrical engineering, 
which work he had done for one and one half years at an average 
weekly salary of $43*00. -His employer was the NACA. 

Under the heading of "Dependency” sub loot listed, 
his brother, SAMUEL BJpWTTTBRPERL, 634 .Beck Street, Now York 
City, then seventeen years of age, to whose support ho contri- 
buted $.500.00 per annum. Ho stated that his brother was then 
living at his legal residence and attended the College of the 
City of Now York and that the money that he, subject, was 
providing, was probably the total cost of his brother’s support 
to his parents. 

Subject indicated that he was earning $2,200.00 
ner annum. ^ 

He listed his landlord as Mr. H. S. CURTIS, 

197 Melrose avenue, Hampton, Virginia. 



I Subject stated that he hod never been convicted 

of treason or 0 felony.

On November 26, 1940, subject was classified in a 
deferred 2A status, by the local board of Hampton City, Hampton 
Virginia. 


On December 17, 1940, subject was reclassified to 
1 I (eligible for induction) and wao so notified by the Board; 

By letter dated Dooombcr 20* 19l|0, the 3ubjoct 
ndvhu.’d the local board that ho deni rod to appeal from h:i a 
o I njuii flcMtlon ”l" for the reason thot he was paying, his 
brother ' r, living and school expenses, which he had boon doing 
from the time he began to earn money. Subject indicated that 
his brother, SAMUEL, was then 0 sophomore, studying electrical 
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engineering at the College of the City of New York and that 
without his, sub ject * s, assistance his brother could not con- 
tinue school. 

The above letter was followed by an Affidavit 
of Dependent, executed under' oath by SAMUEL MUTT2RPERL on 
December 29, 19i|0. This form indicated. SAMUEL was residing 
at 834 Deck Street, Mew York City, end thst the subject was 
wholly supporting him for the past year and a half. It was 
noted subject contributed $ 800.00 during the past twelve months, 
and that SAMUEL was unemployed except for his college work. 
SAMUEL indicated that he wa3 living with his family at thoir 
home address and that the family also depended on subject’s 
income . 

On December 31* 1940 * the local board reviewed the 
above request for reclassification on account of dependency 
which was refused and the subject duly notified. 


1941 

On January 6, 1941* subject made written 0 ppl ication 
to appear in person before the local board concerning his 
classification, A notation on the local board copyvof this 
letter indicated that subject was to appear at 10:30 am, 

January 7* 1941. 

Also contained in this file is a letter doted January 
9, 1941* from J. M. SCHWARSBRAM, MD, Hunts Point Professional 
Building, 1018 East 163 rd Street, New York City, which was 
addressed ”To whom it may concorn". This letter certified 
that BES.jJE MUTTER PERL (subject's docoased sister) hod been 
suffering from dementia prnccox for the pest few years. The 
potion t’ r. condi tion was said to bo getting progressively 
worse nn 1 ! that she win arable to do any mental or physical 
work. 




On January 19, 194-1* subject’s father, ABRAHAM 
JRPE'RL, executed urxier oath an affidavit on the letter- 
head of the Bakery and Confectionery Workers International Union 
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of America. This affidavit recited that subject gave to his 
father approximately $500.00 a year toward his support for 
food, rent and other needs. The father said that he earned an 
average of $ 1 , 400.00 per year with which it was necessary for 
him to support himself, his wife and four children, all of 
whom wore unemployed. He indicated that the reduction of his 
income of $500.00 from subject by his induction into the Army 
would mean a drastic lowering of his living conditions. The 
affidavit requested the board's consideration for reclassifi- 
cation of the subject into a deferred status. 

By letter dated January 12, I94l> addressed to the 
local board, the subject enclosed a statement to the appeal 
board and supporting evidence with regard to his family's 
dependency upon his income. 

This statement, executed at 197 Melrose Avenue, 

Hampton, Virginia on January 12 , 1941* requested reconsideration 
of his eligibility classification from I to III (family depen- 
dency). He indicated that his father earnod $1,400.00 a year 
and that he contributed $500.00 a year. 

He stated his brother, who was then 18 years of age, 
was living at home and attending the free College of the City of 
Hew York. He stated his sister, age 25. was mentally incapable 
of working another sister, age 27> had recently lost her job 
on account of a mental breakdown. 

Attached to this statement of the subject, was an 
affidavit executed by one BERNARD I Jfc AM EN , a member of the 
firm of Kamen and 0s ter tag, Attorneys, with offices at 341 
Madiaon Avenue, New York City. The aff iant^tated that he 
had for some months past represented SADHTmUTTERBERL, 834 
Bock Street, Bronx, Now York, tho sister of the subject. He 
w.'-n retained to roprosont hnr in n matter of presenting n 
defense against charges seeking 1;o dismiss hor from hor post 
las transcribing typi3t at the Department of Wolf arc. Ilor cose 
was then ponding before an appelate tribunal of tho Department 
land on October 15, 1940* she submitted her resignation in 
writing. 
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The reason for the resignation, according to the 
affidavit, was that she became unable to hold her job because 
her mind wss affected and that in or about November, 1940# she 
we 3 token to Bellevue Hospital, City of New York, and was from 
there r.rnoved to Manhattan State Hospital, Wards Island, New 
York City, an institution for mental diseases, where she was 
confined at the date of the affidavit. • The nfi iant stated she 
was in no position to support or contribute to the support of 
her parents. 

_ — On January 13, 19i*l, Mr. H. J. E-.-&BID, Engineer in 

'Charge, National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, Lan&ley 
Field, Virginia, executed, under oath, in favor of the subject 

I a cloif for deferred classification. This form recited that 
relation of the NACA to the national defense in time of war, 
had, upon recommendations of the Secretaries of War and Navy, 
approved by the President, been defined as the same as that of 
an "essential industry". He stated that the sorvicos of WILLIAM 
MUTTEilPERL were necessary to the national defense work in 
progress at that laboratory. 



On January 20, 1941# & 2A deferred classification was 
awarded to the subject by action of his appeal board, in view 
of his employment at the NACA. This deferment was noted to 
terminate on July 20, 19ijl« 

On November 10, 1941, Mr. W. KEMBLUTaTUHWSOK , Acting 
Administrative Officer, NACA, directed a letter to the local 
board in which he stated that the subject was then employed 
03_an Assistant Electrical Engineer in tho Aerodynamics Division 
where ho was engaged in handling work in connection with prob- 
lems relating to the cooling of aircraft engines at very high 
altitudes. This work was said to be esstontinl to the dovolop- 
mtril of llt'i rawer typo a of fighting airplanes. 


Tim Latter stated that In view

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^ On November 21, 1941, NACA, by W. KEMBLE JOHNSON, 

submitted, under ooth, on affidavit to support claim for 
occupational deferment in favor of the subject, in which it 
was stated that the NACA was a federal agency organized to 
supervise and direct scientific study of the problems of flight 
with ij view to their practical solution and to direct and con- 
duct research and experiments in aeronautics. Also to coordin- 
ate the research needs of aviation, civil and military, and to 
prepare programs of research in the various branches of science, 
effected . 

It was indicated the subject was then employed 4 n tho 
Aerodynamics Division where he was engaged in analytical work 
in connection with problems related to the cooling of eii'croft 
engines at very high altitudes; that there were ten employees 
in'his section and that his loss would result in a serious 
handicap since only one person in fifty was capable of* such 
work. *

On Juno 17, 1942, H. J* E. REID, Acting for NACA, 
executed, under oath, another affidavit to support the claim for 
occupational deferment in favor of the subject. This form, 
described the activities of tho NACA in connection '•with tho 
war effort and described the subject's duties at that time os 
follows : 

Aerodynamic research on problems of aircraft cooling, 
including edaptatlon of fan and turbine machinery for use 
in aircraft. Thooretical analysis for optimum fan designs. 

[ Theoretical analysis of effect, of propeller operation on

^ At the date of thi3 form, subject's p ay was $2,600.00 

por annum in the position of Assistant Electrical Eng inter. The 
form requested that subject bo retained in a 2B doferred classi- 
fication. 
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On June 22, 1942, the board continued the subject 
in a deferred classification, 2A. 


On June 2 . 7 , 1942, the board received from subject, 
whose aidress was then 197 Melrose Avenue, Hampton, Virginia, 
on Occupation Questionnaire, which recited tta t he had been 
employed since April, 1939, by the NACA and then held the posi- 
tion of Assistant Electric al Engineer. 


The duties of his job was research and consulting 
on aerodynamics and electrical problems. Ho noted that ho was 
next best fitted towork as a mathematician on the solutibn of 
engineer and technical problems by mathematics and that ho had 
one y«. ora experience in this type of work. 


On September 7, 1942, NACA advised tho board 'by 
letter that the subjoct hod been promoted from Assistant 
Electrical Engineer to Associate Electrical Engineer with a 
salary of ^3*200.00 per annum effective September 1, 1942. 

On October 26, 1942, subject was reclassified 2B- 
Doferrod and was duly notified. 

On November 16, 1942, WILLIAM A?*?rSHY, Senior 
Administrative Assistant, N/iCA, L tinge ly Field, executed under 
oath, on affidavit to support Claim for Occupational Deferment 
In favor of the subject. This form described the NACA os an 
agency of the Federal Government created by Congress to conduct, 
direct, control and coordinato national aeronautical research. 

It woG stated that during wartime, the NACA was directly re- 
sponsible to tho Joint Army ana Navy Aeronautical Board. The 
produo 1 of the organization was research data which enabled 
m.onuf ac twrorn to build superior combat aircraft. 

flu I > J< t • n position .it t.h.i date of thin form wan 
inner, i -i I . i Electrical Knglivu r with mi annual salary of $3*840.00 
per ftimj’i! aiul his duties wero described us follows: 


Aerodynamic research on problems of aircraft cooling 
which included adaptation of fan and turbine machinery 
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for use in aircraft. Tbooretical analysis of effect of 
propeller operation on airplane performance and electrical 
maintenance of full scale tunnel electrical equipment. 

It was stated subject W3S working on projects of 
extreme importance to the military services and his loss 
would result in the serious reduction of the effectiveness of 
these studios. A request for deferment in class 2B for 
the maximum period allowable was made.

On April 1, 1943, WILLIAM A. AERY, Senior Administrative 
Assistant, N ACA , executed under oath an aff idavit- -Occupational 
Classification (Industrial) in favor of the subject, in which 
it was stated that he was then employed as Associate Electrical 
Engineer at an average weekly rate of pay of #74*00, including 
overtime . 


His duties in this position were described on 
this form substantially the same as in the affidavit described 
last fbovo. 

On April 3> 1943, the board again classified the sub- 
ject PB-Dof erred. 

By letter dated July 17, 1943, NACA advised the 
local, board that the subject had been promoted as of July 16, 
19l|3.« from Associate Electrical Engineer to Aeronautical 
Engineer at an annual salary of #3> 800.00. The letter stated 
that MUTTEUi’HHL was still considered a ’•necessary” man in a 
critical occupation of war production activity for the Army 
arii] Navy. 


On September 29, 1943, WILLIAM A. AERY, Senior 
Administrative Assistant, executed, under oath, un affidavit — 
Occupational Classification (Industrial) in favor of the 
-subject, which described his duties as follows: 

Aerodynamic research on problems of aircraft cooling. 
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At the date of the above affidavit he was engaged in 
devising exact and practical methods of the direct and inverse 
potential problems of airfoil theory. It was stated that a 
general method of airfoil design had been developed and 
subject was then applying this method for the determination of 
the theoretical flow through fan and turbine blades. It was 
stated that when this investigation was completed the results 
would be made available in the form of technical papers., so 
they can be used for engineering design purposes. 

On October 1, 1943» the local board continued the 
subject in class 2B-Deforred. 

On December 30» 1943* 8. Cr"SESS10NS, Assistant to the 
Manager, Aircraft Engine Research Laboratory of the NACA, 

Clo.v.ol and Airport, Cleveland, Ohio, executed under oath, an 
additional affidavit for Occupational Classification, Un which 
the board was advised that subject hod been transferred from 
Langley Field, Virginia, to Cleveland, Ohio, on December 23> 

1943. 


Ho was engaged at the Cleveland facility as an 
Aeronautical Engineer with a professional classification, al- 
though his duties in that job were described in the previous 
affidavit submitted by NACA, Langley Field. At th:L# time he 
was paid $|'85«00 per week. The board again requested a deferred 
classification of 2B in favor of the subject.

Under date of January 4> 1944 » NACA, Langley Field, 
adviced local board that subject had been transferred to Cleveland 
on the above dote and that he was still considered a ’’necessary" 
man in n critical occupation. 

It was noted that ho had boon classified 2B-Deferrod 

until March 20, 1944* 

By an undated letter, apparently written prior to 
March 20, 1944, Mr. EDWARD rNsJIARP, Manager, LACA, Cleveland, 
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Ohio, advised the Ohio State Selective Service Head- 
quarters, Columbus, Ohio, that pursuant to a 
discussion held on February 28, 1944, NACA was withdrawing 
its requests for deferment as of March 20, 1944* It was stated 
that this withdrawal was being made in order that essential 
draft eligible employees of the NACA could be inducted into 
the armed services, assigned to the Army and placed on inactive 
status in the Army Air Corps Enlisted Reserve under the provi- 
sions of 0 plan developed by the War and Navy Departments and 
approved by the President. 

This letter indicated that this plan was brought 
about by the necessity of continuing uninterrupted operations 
of the laboratory in its aeronautical developments for the Army 
and the Navy. ^ 

It was further stated that if at any time the War or 
Navy Department, determined, because of exigencies of war or 
other reasons that these men should be called individually or 
in groups to active service, the- Army would issue orders for 
them to report for active military duty. 

On March 23, 1944> subject, giving the address I6808 Madl 
eon Avenuo, Cleveland, Ohio, made application to the local board 
at Hampton, Virginia, for a Transfer for Pre-Induction Physical 
Examination. This application was approved by Local Board No. 

1)8, Cuyahoga County, Cleveland, Ohio, on March 29, 1944* 

On March 31> 1944* the subject was classified 1A, 

Eligible for Induction. 

On April 6, ,1944 » he : was: ordcrod to report, for 
induction at 8:15 am on April 19, 1944* 

On April 22 , 1944 > at the Armed Forces Induction 
Station, Cleveland, Ohio, subject underwent 0 physical examin- 
ation which he pnssod. Tho report of his physical examination 
and induction indicated the above Madison Avenuo address; that 
be was then employed as an Aorcnnuticol Engineer at NACA, 
Cleveland, and that the person to be notified In cose of emergency 
was his mother, Mrs. SARAH MUTTERPERL, 936 Tiffany Street, Bronx, 
.New York. An alternate to be notified in case of emergency was 
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ANl'T r 8LUM , his sister, who resided at 7923 Oceania Street, 
Bay si do, Long Island. 


He designated in order os beneficiaries his mother, 
SARAH MUTTER PERL at the above address end SAMUEL B. MUTTERi ERL. 
a brother, who resided at the same address. 

During the physical examination it was noted that 
subject hod defective vision in his right eye and hod fractured 
his left foot in 1942, but otherwise was in good health. 

On April 26, 1944* subject was inducted into the 
United States Army and immediately transferred to the Air. 

Corps Enlisted Reserve. 

In connection with the above induction process- the 
I above file contained, under date of March 23» 1944* an, Appli- 
cation for Voluntary Induction executed by the subject. 

\ On May 6, 1944> the local board at Hampton, Virginia, 

l re -classified the subject 1C, Inducted into the Armod Forces. 
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VII. PROSECUTIVE ACTION ^ 

On Hay 20, 1952, WILLIAM PERL, through his co- 
counsel, RAYMOND Lr-WlSE, 292 Madison Avenue, New York City, 
and FREDERICK J>-WAICERS, 170 Broadway, New York City, filed 
a notice that on May 26, 1952 they would move the court in 
the Southern District of New 'York for an order reducing the 
amount of bail required of the defendant in' the sum of $20,000 
cash to the sum of $5*000, and that the $ 15*000 cash previously 
deposited by the defendant be returned to him. 

On May 22, 1952, two affidavits in support of the 
above motion were filed, one by WILLIAM PERL dated May 22, 

1952, and another by ABRAHAM MTJTTER PERL dated May 21, 1952. 
Subject’s affidavit alleged in substance that when his bail 
was set in the sum of $20,000 at the time he pled not guilty 
to the perjury indictment in March 1951* he had no such sum 
of money in hi3 possession and that the only way this bail 
could be posted was to call on his father, who used $18,000 
of his own funds which was all that he had, and that his father 
borrowed the remaining $2,000 from subject’s wife ’ 3 people. 
Subject alleged that at the time of his indictment, it was 
stated there was some chance that he might leave the juris- 
diction. He stated he had never had any such thought and, 
in fact, desired an opportunity to refute the charges. 

Subject further alleged, "at the outset, let it 
be unequivocally plain that I am not now and never have been 
a member of the Communist Party, a Communist sympathizer, 
fellow traveler, or in any manner, shape or form, in thought, 
word or dcod connected with or in sympathy with the Communist 
Party or Communist documents". He stated f urther that he had 
never engaged in espionage of any kind or description. 

Subject further alleged that sinco his indictment 
ho had boon unablo to find gainful employment sufficient to 
fnod and clothe himself and his wifo. At the present tiino, 
ho stated, they nro expecting the birth of a child in July 1952 
which would entail additional exponsos# He stated ho was 
practically without funds and was for cod to throw himself on 
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the charity of his family. For this reason he desired ^fchat a 
portion of the bail money be returned to his father so that 
it could be in turn loaned to him and that the bail originally 
set in tho amount of $20,000 be reduced to $5*000 for this 
purpose. 


ABRAHAM MUTTERPERL, in hi3 affidavit executed on 
May 21, 1952, stated he was the father of WILLIAM PERL and 
was making the affidavit in support of a motion to reduce 
bail from $20,000 to $5*000. He stated he had resided with 
his wife at 936 Tiffany Street , Bronx, New York for a number 
of years; that he is a naturalized citizen of the United States 
for the past thirty years, and has resided in New York City'' 
without interruption from the time he came to this country 
over forty years ago. 

The affidavit stated further that he had cohverted 
his life’s savings into cash and posted it as a major portion 
of his son’s bail. He alleged that he deposited $18,000 cash 
of his own money and borrowed the remaining $2,000 from a 
relative of his son’s wife. He requested the court to reduce 
boil so that he could use $15*000 to supplement his earning3 
for living expenses and, secondly, so that he could lend his 
son money for his own living expenses. 


Under dato of May 26, 1952* Assistant United 
States Attorney ROBERT MARTIN, Southern District of New York, 
filed an Affidavit in Opposition to Motion to Roduce Bail, in 
which it was alleged generally that the subject had been 
charged in a four count indictment with having committed 
perjury in that ho testified falsely before the Grand Jury as 
to his knowlodge of and association with JULIUS ROSENBERG, 
MORTON'-SpBELL, HELENSvELITCHER, ANN-ftIDOROVICH, and MICHAEL 
SIDOROVICJU 


Thin affidavit recited that tho reason tho onso 
had not been brought to trial to dato i3 because, among other 
reasons which may not properly be dicclosod, the United States 
Attorney believed it desirable to have all aspects of tho 
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ROSENBERG and SOBELL prosecutions completed before commencing 
prosecution in the related cases. 

The affidavit then referred to the possibility of 
flight by tho subject and reviewed the arrangements made by 
other individuals involved in tho ROSENBERG and FUCHS 
espionage cases to flco the country. It stated that the 
money posted a3 bail in this case was not the defendant’s 
in tho.t, for the mo3t part, it belonged to his father and, 
therefore, there is little security to keep the defendant 
within tho jurisdiction. Further, that the defendant’s 
sistp£, Mrs. SALLMENZ, 202 West 69th Street, New York City, 
advised the United States Attorney’s office in April 1953 that 
were it not for the bail posted in instant case she thought 
that her brother, WILLIAM PERL, would floe the jurisdiction.

Under date of May 27, 1952, WILLIAM PERL i;iled an 
Affidavit in Reply to the above affidavit submitted by the 
United States Attorney in opposition to his motion to reduce 
bail. He alleged that for approximately twenty years his 
3i3tor, who is now Mrs. SALLY RENZ, had -been suffering from 
a serious mental illness, and that for a period of approxi- 
mately five yoars she was periodically hospital! zod in 
varioiis mental institutions, including Rockland State 
Hospital and the New York City Hospital at Welfare Island, 


The affidavit stated that subject did not know 
exactly how to characterize her mental pathology, but believed 
her trouble is spokon of medically as "exhibiting schizophrenic 
tendencies with incipient symptoms of demontia praecox" , As to 
the possibility of flight, subject alleged that at one time 
he had made application for and received a passport. He 
stated that in tho spring of 1948, while ho was a student 
working for a doctorato of philosophy in physics, ho had an 
intention to finish his course of study undor a Professor 
BURGERS in Holland, At that time ho was on leave of absonco 
from the National Advisory Committoo for Aeronautics and 
subsequently decided to return to this facility where ho 
continuod to work and finish his doctoral dissertation. 
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Further concerning the above passport, he alleged 
that he had testified before the Grand. Jury, his last testimony 
being given in September 1950, and that six months thereafter 
ho applied for renewal of his passport with the intention of 
taking a short vacation with his wife in France whore his 
brother was living and where ho also has several other 
relatives, after which he expected to make short trips 
puroly for pleasure to Italy and to Switzerland, 

Ho reiterated that he was seeking the motion to 
reduce bail so that his father could lend him some of the^ 
bail money in order to live and to kocp his wife and to bo 
able to tako caro of tho child when it is born in July 1952, 

On May 27, 1952, Judge GREGORY F. NOONAN heard 
oral arguments on the above motion and rosorved decision. 

On May 28, 1952, Judge NOONAN denied defendants 
motion for reduction of bail. 

On June 3 , 1952, Judge THOMAS F. MURPHY, Southern 
District of Now York, executed an Order to Sshow Cause why an 
order should not bo made: 





1) Requiring tho governmont to furnish to the 
defendant a bill of particulars with respect to tho following 
matters : 


a) To set forth the overt acts which the government 
will prove, from which it will be argued that the defendant 
believed that he knew or was associated with, or had knowlodgo 
of tho activities of MORTON SOBELL, HELENE EL IT CHER, JULIUS 
ROSENBERG, ANN GIDORCVICII, and MICHAEL SIDOROVICH; that the 
government; should furnish tho names of all persons upon whom 
it ro] ion to prove it3 contention that tho defendant know tho 
above individuals, 

2) • Roquiring the government to grant the defondant 
access to the minutes of his own testimony bofore the Grand 
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Jury and to allow him to inspect those minutes and either 
copy them or be furnished with a copy thereof. 

3) Setting a definite date for trial of the 
indictment herein on the earliest day available in the month 
of June 1952, or. in the alternative, dismissing the indict- 
ment. 


In support of the motion for the above relief, 
subject executed an affidavit under date of Juno 3# 1952, 
which alleged, among other things, that at the time ho was 
indicted he was employed at Columbia University on a full- 
time job. Immediately following his indictment, this employ- 
ment had been terminated; that he has been unable to secure 
any employment since that time although he has made soveral 
efforts to do so, including application for work at the 
Institute for Applied Mathematics and Mechanics at New York 
University, various applications to secure work tutoring 
privately in mathematics and physics, and an application to 
the National Foundation for Infantilo Paralysis for a follow- 
ship to do research at Columbia College of Physicians and 
Surgeons , 


He alleged that his income in 1951 totaled some 
|900, during which time his wife was able to earn approximately 
He alleged that on May 1, 1951 ho had above and beyond 
curront exponsos accumulated savings of approximately $3, 4OO; 
that on the date of the affidavit he had only &I4.OO of this 
left and that he had been able to borrow approximately $800 
in addition which ho presently owes. 

Coupled with the above affidavit in support of 
subject’s motion was an affidavit dated Juno 1952, executed 
■by his attorney, FREDERICK J. WATERS. 

On Juno 8, 1952, the government filed an affidavit 
in opposition to the above motion for immediate trial, and on 
June 9, 1952 arguments on the motion were heard by Judge JOHN 
F.X. McGOHEY, .who reserved decision. 
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During these arguments, Mr, WATERS, counsel for the 
defense, indicated a possibility of calling JULIUS ROSENBERG 
as a defense witness. It was noted that the subject, WILLIAM 
PERL, was present in the court room at tills timo. 

On June 30, 1952, Judge JOHN F.X. McGOHEY denied 
the defendant *3 motion for an immediate trial and for a 
further bill of particulars, and allowed the defendant’s 
motion with respect to his request for inspection of his 
own Grand Jury minutes.'

(9) According to NACA, the drawing of Ordinates 

for the Nose Inlot-Tall Outlet Fuselage was 
possibly obtained by the Soviets at some 
factory where some was being produced. It 
was pointed out that there is no one fuselage 
which is designated as the United States 
Nose Inlet -Tail Outlet Fuselage.

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(11) It was not possible to positively identify 
the exact reports on the ’’Gorgon’* but, accord- 
ing to NACA, the details concerning this 
missile, including information concerning
